Edwards Refuses to ‘Tell. 

(Mr. Edwards finally gave to the commit- 
tee the names of the persons who had told 
him that the sugar trust had contributed to 
the democratic campaign fund, but the 
committee failed signally at the afternoon 
session in an endeavor to obtain from him 
the name of his informant about the al- 
leged so-called Carlisle conference. Mr. Ed- 
wards said he would not disclose this 
‘gentleman’s name unless he were com- 
pelled to do so, and Senator Allen told him 
that he could not plead privilege except 
on the ground that his disclosure would 
tend to incriminate himself. Mr. Edwards, 
therefore, asked that his examination be 
suspended until he could co.mult his coun- 
sel, Judge Dittenhoefer, of New York, and 
the committee allowed him to go for that 
purpose. 

When he came again later in the day he 
brought with him his counsel, Judge Dit- 
tenhoefer, of New York, and said that by 
the latter’s advice he declined to give the 
names of his informants. 

What Johnny Knows. 

The next witness was John Schriver, the 
Washington correspondent of The New 
York Mail and Express. He was examined 
in regard to a dispatch which appeared in 
his paper on May 19th, in which he stated 
that a prominent wire manufacturer, who 
came to Washington to endeavor to gain a 
hearing before the senate finance commit- 
tee, had overheard a conference carried on 
in the room next to his sleeping room at his 
hotel between senators and sugar trust 
Managers, whose vuices he recognized. In 
the course of this conference the wire man 
overneard a demand made on the demo- 


cratic senators that che trust must be 
cared for or the Wilson bill would be 
kilied.

THE SILVER DEMOCRATS. 


A Call Issued for a State Convention 
in Nebraska. 

Omaha, Neb., May 24.—(Special.)—Today a 
call was issued to the free silver democrats 
of Nebraska signed by 25u of the most promi- 
nent of the party, calling for a meeting 
at Omaha, June 2lst, to organize a Nebraska 
democratic free coinage league. Among the 
signers to this cali are N. B. Falcona, the 
leading dry goods merchant of Omaha, two 
congressional nominees in 1892, and others 
of equal importance. Congressmen Bland 
and Bryan will be present to address the 
convention, 

The preamble says: “We believe that 
the question of restoration of the double 
Standard of gold and silver as money of 
ultimate redemption and standard of values 
is now one of the foremost issues in the 
minds of the voters of Nebraska; and that 
the change from the double to the single 
Standard is, has been, and will continue 
to be until reversed, aq grievous wrong to 
the people of Nebraska. We, believing 
that nine-tenths of the democrats of Ne- 
braska so feel, and that they have not al- 
ways been fairly represented on the sub- 
ject by the democratic conventions of Ne- 
braska, and we further believe that the 
time has come when the welfare of the par- 
ty in this state imperatively demands a 
plain statement of the party on this ques- 
tion.’’ 

The administration democrats were ut- 
terly confounded by this call. They did not 
believe that such an organized movement 
was possible. C. J. Smith, one of the prom- 
inent signers said, among other uiings: 

“The place to fight for democratic prin- 
ciples is in the democratic party. It is 
upon this principle we expect the conference 
to proceed.”’ 

There no doubt that this convention 
will be the most successful and enthusiastic 
meeting of the democarts ever held in this 
state.

Washington, May 24.—(Special.)—Judge 
Henry G. Turner has announced his can- 
didacy for the United States senate. He is 


| likewise an announced candidate for the 


house of representatives. Both offices are 


| to be filled on the same day. The congres- 


sional election occurs November 6th and the 
legislature is required to ballot for a sena- 
tor on that day. 

Should Judge Turner be elected to both 
places he will resign the seat in the house 
of representatives. He is certain of re- 
election to the house. He is not so sure he 
can be elected senator. Consequently he 
does not want to turn loose his seat in the 
house unless he wins the senatorial handi- 
cap. Mh that he shows his long head, al- 
though it may hurt him somewhat in his 
senatorial contest. 

Here is the announcement Mr. Turner 
made today. He wrote it out and gave 
it to the correspondents of the various 
Georgia newspapers: 

‘Representative Turner was today asked 
is he would say anything further in regard 
to the matter .of the senatorship. He re- 
plied: ‘My friends have made me a candi- 
date and I have consented to their kind 
intervention. No other announcement is 
necessary. While I shall be glad to co-

Tickets Nominated in California and 
Indiana. 

Sacramento, Cal., May 24.—The populist 
state convention nominated the following 
ticket: Governor, J. V. Webster, of San 
Luis Obispo; secretary of state, M. Mc- 
Glynn, San Francisco; commissioner, John 
S. Dore, Fresno; treasurer, F. N. Barton, 
Placer county; attorney general, Louis 
Tuchele, Los Angeles; superintendent of 
public instruction, W. A. Richardson, 
San Francisco. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 24.—The populist 
state convention today adopted a resolution 
calling for a national labor congress in 
Washington on June 20th. Resolutions con- 
demning the outrage inflicted upon Coxey 
in the capitol and approving the course of 
Congressman Tom. L. Johnson were offered 
and adopted with a whoop.

And Maybe Speakér Crisp. 


Judge Turner’s announcement makes four 
candidates for the senate who are actually 
in the race. They are Messrs. Bacon, du- 
Bignon, Turner and Garrard. The only 
other man spoken of prominently in connec- 
tion with it up to date is Speaker Cfisp. 
In declining the appointment tendered him 
by Governor Northen, he aaid he did it 
from a duty he owed the party, though it 
had been a life-long ambition of his to be- 
come a member of the senate. Since that 
time he has written a letter to some gentle- 
men in Rome, who asked him to announce 
as a candidate, stating that he could not 
do so at present for many reasons, but that 
as he had stated to Governor Northen in his 
letter declining the appointment, he would 
be glad to hold a seat in that body. Furth- 
er than this Speaker Crisp has said noth- 
ing up to date. But it is by no means 
certain that his name will not be before the 
legislature, as a great body of the people 
of the state believe that he is the man for 
the senate at this time. However, Speaker 
Crisp is not a candidate for the senate now 
and he may not be. Should the next house 
be democratic, of course he would be speak- 
er again, and the speakership outranks a 
senatorship. On the other hand, he will 
have been speaker four years when this 
terms expires, and many of his friends want 
him to go to the senate then. From all of 
the above it looks from this end like the 
race is any man’s, so far. It isa long time 
off and many things may happen between 
now and the election. 

This or Nothing. 

The democratic leaders of the senate 
rave arranged a little deal by which they 
are to euchre the house on the tariff bill. 

There are some democratic senators, char,y 
acterizing themselves as conservatives, who 
have forced the recent changes in the tariff 
schedule and who yet refuse to vote for the 
bill until they have assurances that after it 
passed the senate it would not be amended 
in conference. These assurances have been 
given them by the finance committee sen- 
ators. It is true they did it under force, 
but nevertheless these assurances have 
been given, and when the bill passes the sen- 
ate and goes to conference the senate dem- 
ocratic conferees will plainly tell the dem- 
ocratic house conferees that they will either 
have to accept the senate bill or no bill at 
all. Of course, the democrats of the house 
may be epected to protest vigorously against 
any such a thing, but if the senate holds 
out, it has the power to do just what its 
leaders say it will do. 

Working Hard for Atlanta. 

Colonel Livingston has worked with en- 
ergy and zeal for the Cotton States and In- 
ternation exposition. He is still working 
enthusiastically for it. Indeed, the people 
of Atlanta have never asked anything of 
Colcnel Livingston that he has not worked 
for with as much enthusiasm as any At- 
lantian could have done. Yet Atlanta has 
voted against him in every race he has ever 
made for congress. If Colonel Livingston’s 
werk does not entitle him to one endorse- 
ment from the city of Atlanta, no man is 
entitled to any credit for honesty of pur- 
pose and work well done. Atlanta should 
svand by Colonel Livingston this time. She 
owes it to him. 

Too Busy to Look Into It. 

Though Secretary Carlisle returned At 
noon today, he was so engaged about the 
condition of the treasury gold reserve 
which has run down to $80,000,0u, that he 
gave no time to looking into the sale of the 
world’s fair government building. Colonel 
Livingston will see him tomorrow about 
the matter and may request his appearance 
before the subcommittee of the appropria- 
tions committee. 

Colonel Livingston is determined to have 
all the facts in connection with the Chicago 
building settled before his committee acts. 
When these are settled and the report being 
prepared by Messrs. Howell and Spalding 
arrives, he will call the committee together 
to act. While there are complications, at 
present none of them are serious and every- 
thing bids fair to work out and smooth- 
ly in the end. 

‘Ready with a Speech. 

Senator Walsh announced this afternoon

Stultifying Themselves. 

On a record vote this afternoon the house 
raised the white flag and reversed all the 
changes it had made in committee of 
the whole in the legislative appropriations 
bill. It first reversed its decision about the 
law providing for docking members’ sala- 
ries, thus the docking of salaries for ab- 
sence will continue. Then it voted down the 
amendment of the committee of the whole 
striking out the appropriation for the civil 
Service commission. The majority for this 
was large. Many members who voted for 
this method of destroying civil service re- 
versed themselves today and voted to con- 
tinue the commission and the enforcement 
of the laws. They think their vote the 
other day is sufficient protest against this 
Sham and fraudulent way of dividing. up 
the offices and against the commission, 
which is composed of two republicans and 
one mugwump democrat. Many who voted 
to destroy the commission today did so 
in a protest against Mr, Cleveland’s action 
in allowing the commi{ssien to remain re- 
publican.

The Cruisers Atlanta and Marblehead

Cap- 
tain Bartlett, of the Atlanta, who will be 
the senior officer at Bluefields for the next 
three months, is under orders to tow the 
receiving ship Richmond from Newport to 
the League island navy yard at Philadel- 
phia and will probably complete that duty 
next Tuesday, when the Atlanta is to go to 

Morfolk to mount her five-inch guns. 

Commander Charles "Neill, of the Mar- 
blehead, reports that the changes in the 
electric light and search light plant of his 
vessel will be completed at New York in 
a few days and that he can be ready for 
sea next Wednesday. 

It is expected that the Atlanta and Mar- 
blehead will reach Bluefields in twélve days 
and that the New York and San Francisco 
will reach home before the end of June.

VIRGIN. MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 


The Frohibitionists Carry Norfolk by 
a Large Majority. 
Richmond, Va., May. 24.—The municipal 
elections throughout Virginia today passed 
off quietly. There was little interest save 
at Norfolk, where a sharp con.est had been 
waged and where the prohibitionists’ re- 
form ticket triumphed over the straight 
democratic organization by a majority of 
from one thousand to fifteen hundred. A 
reform ticket was also chosen at Basic Ci.y 
over the regular democratic nominee by a 
majority of forty-four. An unusually large 
vote was polled at Charlottesville, though 
there was no excitement there. The election 
here in Richmond was a mere form to con- 
firm the result of the democratic primary 
of some weeks ago. It was for all the gen- 
eral ottices, a full council, half the aider- 
men and justice of the peace. There were 
no candidates other than democrats except 
in Jackson ward, the negro stronghold, 
where the republicans had a trian:sular 
fight for justice and councilmen. They 
made no opposition to the general ticket 
and the election of their ward ticket was 
a foregone conclusion. The vote was very 
light generaily. The results were like the 
one here—simply a ratification of ine wiii 
of the democratic majority already ex- 

pressed. : 

FOOD FOR THE HUNGRY. 
Citizens of Washington Feeding the 
Starving Commonwealers. 
Washington, May 24.—It became known 
today that the Coxeyites in their camp 
near Highlands, Md., have for the past 
three days had no food other than bread 
and water. The suffering has been borne 
for the most part without a murmur. Dur- 
ing this time there have been but few de- 
sertions. Their pitiable condition was re- 
lieved this afternoon by a greater variety 
of supplies, furnished by the citizens of 
Washington, than the commonwealers nave 
had at any time since leaving Massillon. 
When the suppiy wagons reached the camp 
and their contents became Known the hun- 
gry Men gave a succession of cheers which 

vespoke tneir gratitude. 

Michael Fitzggeraiu vecame imbued with 
the idea that he could present a petition 
in person upon the floor of the house and 
intended to do so tomorrow, but, after dis- 
covering this method impracticable, he has 
decided to adopt other means and also ask 
a hearing before a committee.

Steel Works Shat Down. 

Braddock, Pa., May 2.—The Edgar 
Thompson steel works closed down this 
morning in all departments but one, and 
that will likely close today or tomorrow. 
The cause is lack of iron and coke. The 
scarcity of iron results from the shut down 
of so many furnaces. Two more were 
blown out this morning, making eight in ali. 
Furnace C, which makes maganese, will be 
compelled to close today or tomorrow. The 
blowing out of so many furnaces and the 
consequent scarcity of iron may cause a 
shut down of the Carnegie plants at Du- 
quesne, Pittsburg and beaver Falls, throw- 
ing over 2,00 men in all out of employ- 
menw Over 2,00 are now idle. 

Attempt to Smugegle chinese. 

San Antonio, Tex., May 24.—In the federal 
court here today Jack Davis, a well-known 
citizen of Eagie Pass, was found guilty of 
attempting to bribe Bob Dow, a custom 
house officer, to smuggle thirteen Chinarnen 
into the United States from Mexico. Dow 
testified that Davis offered to pay him $50 
per head for getting the Chinamen across 
the river.

MINERS PROMPTLY RETURN THE SHOTS 


Five Men Fall Dead and Several 
Are Badly Wounded. 


DEPUTIES DRIVE THE RIOTERS OFF 


Affairs Are in Bad Sbape in the Pennsyl- 
vania Fields and in Alabama-—Strikers 
Return to W ork in East Tennessee. 


Uniontown, Pa., May 2.—This morning 
the Stickle Hollow mines of the Washing- 
ton Coal and Coke Company, midway be- 
tween Fayette City and Layton station, 
was the scene of the bloodiest encounter 
since the strike began. 

Both sides were in fighting shape, seventy- 
five armed deputies contending with a mob 
of from 1,500 to 2,000 strikers, about 200 of 
whom were armed with all kinds of guns. 

Five strikers are dead and eight more 
wounded. 

The trouble has been brewing all the week. 
The mines were the only ones in the fourth 
pool that were running, and 100 men were 
at work. Since Monday morning the strik- 
ers have been collecting at Stickle Hollow 
from the Monongahela and Youghioghney 
river mines, and about 200 of them remain- 
ed all last night. Their threats of vio- 
lence and the sight of so many guns in 
their possession alarmed the company, and 
the offictals wired Sheriff Withhelm, at 
Uniontown, last night for aid, and later 
sent a man on hecrseback with a report 
of the serious condition they were in. The 
sheriff could get no more aid at that time 
and believed that the seventy-five armed 
guards, under Captain John M. Richards, 
would be able to hold possession of the 
property. 

The strikers marched about the plant all 
night and occupied all the roads leading 
to the works. When the men began com- 
ing to work 
strikers stopped them and drove them 
home. One report says they also made 
a charge on the deputies with the inten- 
tion of driving them off the works, and 
trut precipitated the conflict. 

The strikers were only about fifty yards 
from the deputies when the latter opened 
fire. The strikers returned the fire 
promptly and stood their ground, each 
firing as rapidly as possible until the strik- 
ers’ ammunition gave’ out and they were 
forced to retreat. As they fled the depu- 
ties followed them and arrested a great 
many who had guns in their possession, 
and now hold them prisoners. 

The deputies were forced: to fight for 
their lives, and their shooting was most 
effective. Five strikers fell dead and, eight 
were wounded, but it is thought that many 
more were wounded and got away with 
the fleeing mob. Three of the deputies were 
wounded. 

The plant is now strongly guarded by dep- 
uties, but no more trouble is looked for 
at Stickle Hollow. The strikers ran for 
home, and in an hour not a rioter was in 
sight. The mot was composed of for- 
eigners. 

It was not a one-sided battle, as at first 
reported, but was fought with as many 
guns on one side as on the other and with 
as much firing by the strikers as by the 
deputies. Among the wounded are three 
deputies, while the killed are al] strikers. 

Later news from the scene of the trouble 
Says that the strikers have all gone and 
that the situation now ts more peaceable. 

The Strikers Defiant. 

Scottdale, Pa., May 24.—The killing in the 
fourth pool district today has had an ef- 
fect on the strikers in the coke regions that 
may develop grave results. The region has 
been full of marching strikers all day. At 
5 o'clock this evening a carload of new men 
was run into the Kyle plant. The strikers 
gathered around the men and drove them 
from the works with a rush. The men be- 
Came confused and took to the country, 
scattering in every direction. The strikers 
are defiant and aggressive and eager to act. 
The foreigners are greatly enraged over the 
killing of their people and are showing a 
reckless disposition to retaliate on general 
principles. The leaders, too, are changing 
their positions. Early in the strike, Presi- 
dent Barr took a stand against the march- 
ing, and advised against it, requesting the 
men to remain away from the plants and to 
Stay at home. Today he took a different 
stand and issued an address, calling on the 
strixers to keep on marching and advising 
them to meet frequently. A thousand strik- 
ers were around the Jimtown plant today, 
but did no violence. Four hundred of them 
left’ tonight and will march around the 
southwest plants tomorrow. 
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MINERS BENT ON MISCHIEF. 


They Have Dynamite and Threaten to 
Blow Up Mines. 
Birmingham, Ala., May 24.—(Special.)— 
More trouble seems to be coming from the 
miners who are out on a strike. Late this 
aiternoon Sheriff Morrow was infor ned that 
a Pusse in two sections of about seventy-five 
each and all armed were seen on a road 
leading to the Dolomite mines, a point 
four miles distant. A guard was held up 
and to him tuey stated that the miners 

would be blown up. 

A scouting party of forty special deputies 
are scouring the woods with orders to ar- 
rest the armed members of any party. Gov- 
ernor Jones a few days ago issued a procla- 
mation forbidding the assembling of any 
mass Of armed men and in this case his 
orders will be carried out. Governor Jones 
telegraphed sheriff Morrow tonight in- 
structing him to use military if necessary. 
Later reports show that the two bodies 
have increased considerably in numbers. 
They have left the road and are row in 
the woods and are unlocated. Dynamite 
was exploded at Woodward last night, 
but no damage was done. From a.) indi- 
cations bloodshed seems to be !nevitabie. 


SCARCITY OF COAL 


Causes a Railroad to Try O11 to Make 
Steam and the Oil Explodes. 
Galesburg, lil, May 24.—On account of 
the scarcity of coal the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad made an experiment of 
trying to run the locomotive of the fast 
mail train from Chicago last night with 
coal oil. The oil exploded at Kewanee, 
Scattering the burning fluid over the en- 
gineer and fireman. It is thought the 
engineer is so badly burned that he cannot 
recover. The fireman was also badly burned 

about the face, neck and breast.

MINERS RETURN TO WORK, 
The Strike in East Tennessee Is Prac- 
tically Off. 

Knoxville, Tenn., May 24.—(Special.)—The 
coal miners’ strike in the valley of East 
Tennessee will soon be off. Tomorrow 
morning all miners at Coal Creek will re- 
turn to work, about 150 in number. This 
evening a switch engine and a supply of 
coal cars were sent out. They were with- 
drawn at the beginning of the strike for 
precautionary reasons. The miners at Ol- 
iver’s will, in all probability, go to work 
Saturday or Monday. This will leave only 
the Jellico miners out. The supply of coal 
will soon be abundaut. 

Riots in Illinois. 

Centralia, [ll., May 24.—Serious riots, 
caused by the striking miners, occurred to- 
day at Centralia, Odin and Wa Salle. The 
latter place is in possession of a mob tonight 
which has nearly beaten to death the sheriff 
and several deputies. 


HARMONY PREVAILS. 


Alabama Democrats Are United and 
’ Mean to Defenit Kolb. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 24.—(Special.)— 
The fuss in the democratic family in Ala- 
bama has subsided and the delicious sensa- 
tion of tranquillity and reconciliation that 
always follows family rows prevails. The 
most ardent Johnston men have rallied cor- 
dially to the standard of the one-armed 
hero of Henry, who, unless signs are mis- 
leading, will lead the unterrified and un- 
divided democracy of Alabama to victory 
in August. After having received abun- 
dant congratulations on the honor he has 
received Colonel Oates left for Washington 
this morning. 

The future governor will dispose of some 
matters that ¢ommand his attention there 
and return to Alabama, where he will com- 
mence the fight in earnest. The democrats 
propose to spere no pains to make their 
majority in the state election a big one. 
While they feel confident of their state 
ticket, they realize that the opposition has 
labored and is still laboring hard to elect 
its nominees and the majority of the legisla- 
ture. It has the machinery in more than 
half the counties of the state and the 
democrats are already on the alert. While 
they have differed in matters of details 
t.ey are united when the supremacy of the 
party is at stake.

The Tonti Collapse. 

The announcement in The Constitution to- 
day of the collapse of the order of Tonti 
was a surprise to many in Macon. The 
members of the order here are not well in- 
formed as to the causes of the collapse 
or the extent of the trouble. As a matter of 
general information to the order throughout 
the state the publication of the following 
information received from the home office, 
Philadelphia, by Secretary A. F. Parrott, 
secretary of the Goodyear lodge, Macon, 
will be read with interest: The Order of 
Tonti assigned to the Land Titie and Trust 
Company and Shunk Brown. The assets 
are estimated as $1,250,000. The parties bring- 
ing the bill are all members in good stand- 
ing. To show the hopeless insolvency of 
the order, several hundred certificates, 
providing for the payment of sums ranging 
from $200 to $1,000, have matured since March 
@ist instant, requiring in the aggregate the 
payment of upwards of $200,000, and these 
have not been paid, nor is there any suffi- 
cient fund upon which the order can draw. 
During the next two years certificates Will 
mature, requiring the payment of $8, U0, 000, 
showing an average monthly liability in ad- 
dition to that already charged against the 
order of $333,333,33. Besides this, the order 
is now under an average liability of $20,000 
per motfith for -sick benefits, payable under 
its certificates. There are now about 16,000 
members in- good standing in the order, 
15,000 of whom are, according to the position 
assumed by the defendants, liable to the 
payment of three assessments per month. 

During nine years of the order's history, 
and until April 11, 18%, it is alleged the or- 
der had collected from assessments levied 
for the purposes of relief $5,510,205,10; during 
@ large part of this period there has been a 
membership approaching 25,000, from which 
this tund was received. It will require 
- during the next two years the collection of 
$8,000,600 from a membership of 16,000, and 
now rapidly decreasing, and this sum, if 
collected, will discharge the liabilities of 
the order for only two years. The order is 
involved in hopeless and irremediavle in- 
solvency, in consequence of the neglect 
and mismanagement of the officers and tre 
violation of its constitution and laws.

SOUTHERN PRESBYTERIANS. 


Negport of the Committee on Narra- 
tive—A Protest Offered. 
Nashville, Tenn., May 24.—i1he general as- 
sembly of the Southern Presbyterian 
church, upon reassembling today, received 
the report of the committee on narrative. 
‘u’4ue report, which is a very encouraging 
one, says there is a steady growth in the 

churches. 

The vote on the onganic union matter tak- 
en yesterday was corrected and found to be: 
Ayes, 67; nays, 91. 

A formal protest was offered by Dr, Ele- 
mang and others against the action of the 
assembly yesterday in refusing tO appoint 
a committee on organic union. The protest 
will be answered by a committee to be ap- 
pointed for that purpose. 

The report of the committee on licensure 
was taken up and Dr. Converse had the 
hoor in favor of the majority report when 
tue assembly adfeurned. 

The moderator announced the following 
committee to-answer the protest: Revs. 
George Summy, Eugene Daniel and Elder 
White of South Carolina. 

The discussion of the licensure reports 
was then resumed by Dr. Converse in fa- 
vor of the majority report, and he spoke 
at some length. 

Dr. Story followed and argued for the 
adoption of the minority report, which will 
harmonize the divergent views. 

Dr. McPheeters argued that it was neces- 
Sary to maintain a high standard of schol- 
arship in the church, and there should be 
a change in the law of licensure, and that 
the matter should, in some way, be submit- 
ted to the presbyteries. The question would 
not down and the existing laws should be 
changed. 

Dr. Daniel said the church had a definite 
doctrine as to the call to the ministry, and 
the question to be settled was, ‘‘Was the 
man called of God to preach the gospel?’ 
and argued in favor of the Mecklenburg 
paper. 

Dr. McCutcheon said the question was 
how to bring the law and the praetice under 
*he law together. It could and should be 
done, and the presbyteries should exercise 
their power. 

Dr. Rosebro wanted both reports and of- 
fered an amendment harmonizing them, 
which was objected to, and the objection 
was sustained. 

Dr. Converse gave notice that if the mi- 
nority was defeated he would move to adopt 
Brother Rosebro’s amendment. 

A vote was then taken on the minority re- 
port and it was rejected. 

The majority report was then adopted. 

Dr. Converse moved that the language of 
the Mecklenburg overture be sent down to 
the presbyteries. 

D1. Harrison opposed the motion and it 
was referred to a committce eomposed of 
Drs. McCutcheon, Rosebro and Lyttle. 

it was then agreed to take up the Sadie 
Means case tonight. 

The committee on educationsreported that 
242 candidates had been aided with $17,484, 
that the total receipts had been over $20,000, 
that the $4,000 debt be paid as soon as possi- 
ble, and that not more than $100 be allowed 
each candidate, and this be conditioned on 
ability to pay and not considered a debt, 
that $30,000 be raised next year to be appor- 
tioned among the presbyteries. 

It was recommended that churches and 
presbyteries undertake the education of 
special candidates for the ministry. Lengthy 
recommendations were made as to the gen- 
eral supervision of candidates during their 
collegiate course. The report will be con- 
sidered tomorrow. 

The report of the committee on theological 
seminaries showed that these institutions 
were all in good condition, and it was recom- 
mended that the seminary course be ex- 
tended to four years from three, with six 
months’ study. The report was docketed. 

The report of the committee on narra- 
tives showed that seventy-two narratives 
had come into their hands, that there seems 
to be a steady growth in the churches, that 
last year the average addition to each 
church was something over seven. The re- 
port further says that the committee is fear- 
ful from the tone of these narratives that 
the presbyteries are in danger of teaching 
that a special outpouring of the holy ghost 
is only in proportion as there are accessions 
to the churches. 

“Your committee is fearful that this greed 
for mere numbers is a dangerous menace to 
the truth and would respectfully remind the 
churches that the true prosperity. of the 
church does not consist in the mere aggre- 
gate of the roll, but in the purity of the 
gospel preached.”’ 

The only complaints uttered as to laxity 
refer to riding on street cars on Sunday 
and the reading of Sunday newspapers. 
Presbyteries seem to be alomst entirely 
free from intemperance, wildness and ques- 
tionable amusements. Family worship ig 
sadly neglected and Sabbath schoal instruc- 
tion has almost entirely usurped the place 
of parental fidelity. 

Tne report of the judiciary committee 
on the Sadie Means case was taken up by 
luce peiciai usseimmDiy tolgnt and after 
some discussion as to-the mode of proced- 
use, the case was entered into. The case, 
presented by the Second Prsbyterian church 
of Charleston, 8. C., was represented by 
Dr. Blackburn, the minister in charge, and 
he opened the discussion. He spoke until 
adjournment without finishing his argument. 
He occupied his time tonight in presenting 
strongly the case made out by his church. 
The attendance was large. From the pres- 
ent indications, the case may take several 
days in its consideration, _ 


TRIAL OF PROFESSOR SMITH. 


The Northern Presbyterians Take Up 
an Appeal Case. 

Saratoga, N. Y., may 24.—Interest in the 
case of the appeal of Professor Smith was 
early manifested this morning, and during 
tne devotional services which occupied the 
first half hour the gallery was unusually 
dull. Mrs. Smith was present, accompanied 
by Mrs. Dr. Briggs, of New York, Dr. Henry 
M. Field, Dr. Rollin A. Sawyer and Profes- 
sor Smith's mother and brother. At ten 
minutes past 10 o’clock the assembly was 
constituted as a court and the reading of 
the records in the case was proceeded with. 
These papers contain the record of the sy- 
nod, notice of appeal and the appeal of Pro- 
fessor Smith. After reading these papers 
the assembly, without opposition, voted to 
entertain the appeal of Fbrotessor Smith and 
at half past 10 o’clock the argument on the 
appeal was begun by Dr. Smith.

Washington, May 24.—Immediately after 
the presentation of a few petitions and the 
introduction of a couple of bills, the reso- 
lution offered yesterday by Mr. Kyle de- 
claring neutrality in the affairs of the 
Sandwich islands was laid before the sen- 
ate, and Mr. Kyle made a statement in 
explanation and support of it. It was well 
known, he said, that it was not the purpose 
ef the United States government to use 
force for the restoration of the deposed 
queen; but he thought that a declaration to 
that effect would aid yery materially in 

settling affairs on the islands. 

Mr. Daniel suggested that in the absence 
of the chairman of the committee on for- 
eign relations, no action should be taken. 
He was informed, however, by Mr. Kyle 
that Mr. Morgan approved the resolution 
and had taken part in framing it, and he 
then withdrew all objection. He added that 
it wag evident to all that there was no pur- 
pose in the present United States sovern- 
ment to exercise force to restore the over- 
thrown government. 

The discussion was cut short by the vice 
president laying before the senate at 10:30 
o’clock the tariff bill. 

Notices of amendment to the Kyle resolu- 
tion were given by Mr. Manderson, Mr. 
Teller and Mr. Palmer. 

The senate then preceeded with the con- 
sideration of the tariff bill, the question be- 
ing on the tin plate paragraph (No. 121.) 
The amendment originally reported by the 
finance committee was to reduce the duty 
from 1 1-5 cents a pound (in the house bill) 
to l cent. This amendment was withdrawn, 
leaving the house rate standigg. The rate 
under existing law is 2 1-5 cents a pound. 

The pending amendment was the one offer- 
ed yesterday by Mr. Aldrich to make the rate 
143 cents. Messrs. Platt and Hale, taking Mr. 
Gorman’s speech yesterday for their text, 
carried the heavy end of a long political 
debate that had to come in before a vote 
could be reached, 

Finally Mr. Harris stopped the talk by a 
motion to table Mr. Alidrich’s amendment 
and his motion was agreed to—yeas 36, 
nays 26. Messrs. Allen, Irby, Kyle and 
Peffer, voting in the affirmative. 

Paragraph No. 121 was then agreed to, 
fixing the duty on tin plates at 1 1-5 cents 
per pound, as in the house bill. 

The next paragraph (122), as to steel in- 
gots, die blocks, billets and bars, shafts, 
shafting, etc., was amended by striking out 
of the house bill, the rate of 25 per cent ad 
valorem and inserting specific duties and 
classifications ranging from 3-10 of a 
cent a pound upon the above metals valued 
at 1 cent per pound or less to 4 7-10 cents 
per pound upon values above 16 cents per 
pound, 

The next paragraph (123), was amended so 
as to read: ‘‘Wire rods, rivets, screws, 
fence and other iron or steel rods, whether 
round, oval, flat or square, or in any other 
shape, and nail rods in coils or otherwise, 
valued at 4 cents or less per pound, 4-10 
cents per pound; valued over 4 cents per 
pound, % cent per pound; provided, that 
all round iron and steel rods smaller than 
No. 6 wire gauge shall be classed and duti- 
able as wire.’’ 

In the Farmer’s Favor. 

To the next paragraph (124), “iron or steel 
wire,” Mr. Allen, populist, of Nebraska, 
moved an amendment to admit free of duty, 
wire commonly used for fencing, baling and 
binding purposes. 

Mr. Jones, while fayornig the object pro- 
posed, said that it was impossible to dis- 
tinguish the purposes for which wire was 
imported, and that effect of the amend- 
ment would be to admit all wire free of 
duty. 

Mr. Allen contradicted that statement and 
argued in favor of his amendment. He 
proposed to modify it, however, so as to 
confine it to barbed fence wire, and Mr, 
Jones expressed his willingness to consent 
to that. This proposition provoked another 
political debate, Sut, finally Mr. Aullen’s 
amendment was added to the committee 
amendinent with the understanding that 
the phraseology would be so changed {to 
admit all fence wire free of duty, and then 
the whole paragraph (124) as amended, was 
agreed to, as follows: ‘“‘Wire, round iron 
or steel wire, all sizes not smaller than 
thirteen wire guage, 14 cents per pound, 
smaller than thirteen and not smaller than 
sixteen wire guage, 1% cents per pound; 
smaller than sixteen wire guage 2 cents 
per pound; all other iron or steel wire and 
wire or strip steel, commonly Known as 
crinoline wire, corset wire, drill rods, needle 
wire, piano wire, clock and watch wires 
and ali steel wires, whether polished or un- 
polished, in coils or straightened and cut 
to lengths, drawn cold through dies, and hat 
wire, flat steel wire, or sheet steel in strip, 
uncovered or covered with cotton, silk or 
other material and all iron and steel, 
valued above 4 cents per pound, 40 per cent 
ad valorem, provided that all manufactures 
of all iron and steel wire, not otherwise 
provided for pay the same rate of duty as 
imposed on the wire the articles are made 
from and in addition thereto 1 cent per 
pound; provided further, that barbed wire, 
commonly used for fencing purposes shall 
be admitted free of duty.”’ 

The next paragraph (125), prohibiting an 
allowance or reduction of duties by partial 
loss or damage, by rust or discoloration on 
iron or steel or any article of iron or steel, 
was agreed to, as in the house bill. 

Specific and Ad Valorem. 


The duties on anchors, etc. (paragraph 
126), were fixed at 1 2-10 cents per pound; 
on axles, etc. (127), 26 per cent ad valorem; 
on anvils (128), at 1% cents per pound; on 
blacksmiths’ hammers, etc. (129), at l% 
cents per pound; on boiler or other tubes 
(130), at 25 per cent ad valorem; on bolts 
and hinges (131), 1% cents per pound; on 
ecard clothing manufactured from  tem- 
pered steel wire, 40 cents per square foot; 
all other 20 cents per square foot; (132) on 
cast iron pipe (133), 6-10 cents per pound; 
and on cast iron vessels, stove plates, etc. 
(134), 8-10 cent per pound, the words “not 
finished parts of machinery,” being struck 
out of the paragraph; on casting of malie- 
able (135), 9-10 cent per pound; on cast hol- 


low ware, coated, glazed or tinned (136), 2 


cents per pound; and on chains of all kinds 
made of iron or steel (137), 30 per cent ad 
valorem. 

The penknife paragraph (138) was amended 
so as to establish a varied classification 
and mixed duties, both specific and ad 
valorem. Swords and sword blades (138), 
were léft as in the house bill at 3 per cent 
ad valorem. 

Paragraphs 140 and 141, table knives, files, 
etc., were passed over without action. 

The paragraph as to muskets (142), re- 
mains as in the house Dill, leaving the 
duty on muskets, muzzle loading shotguns 
and sporting rifles 25 per cent ad valorem. 

Paragraph 143, placing a duty of 30 per 
cent ad valorem on sporting breech-loading 
shotguns and pistols, was amended by ad- 
ding the words ‘‘combination shotguns and 
rifles and pistols.’’ 

The paragraph had not been finally dis- 
posed of, however, when the senate ad- 
journed., 

Mr. Hoar was speaking in favor of pro- 
tection for the gunmaking industry when 
Mr. Harris asked him to yield for a motion 
to adjourn. 

“In other armies,’’ Mr. Hoar said by way 
of a joke, ‘“‘we always obey the order of 
the drum-major.”’ 

“Taking due acknowledgement for the 
high compliment paid me,” said Mr. Harris, 
*T move that the senate do now adjourn.”’ 

The senate at 6 o'clock p. m., adjourned 
until tomorrow.

SOME NEW POINTS. 


Boykin Wright’s Speech at Thomson 
One of the Best Yet, 


MR, ATKINSON'S POPULIST TRADE 


In the Legislature of 1892 the Speaker 41- 
lowed the Populists to Deieat Demo- 
crats When He Could Have Stopped It. 


Thomson, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)}—One of 
the most telling speeches delivered during 
the campaign was that of Hon. Boykin 
Wright, chairmaa of the congressional cam- 
paign committee of the tenth district, at 
this. place. 

Than Mr. Wright there is no man in the 
tenth district who took a more active inter- 
est in the celebrated Watson-Black campaign 
two years ago. He was literally the soul 
of the fight, and more to his excellent man- 
agement than to anything else the demo- 
crats of the tenth district owe their famous 


victory. 

Mr. Wright spoke in McDuffie with Gen- 
eral Evans. They were listened to by a 
large crowd from all parts of the country, 
and Mr. Wright’s speech in full is presented 
below, as it goes to the core of the cam- 
paign and presents a keynote which should 
sound in every county in the state. 

After Mr. Wright had concluded, General 
Evans spoke and made many friends. He 
made one of the best speeches of the cam- 
paign, and there is no doubt, after the 
splendid speeches by Mr. Wright and Gen- 
eral Evans, that McDuffie county which 
acts tomorrow will instruct for General 


Evans. 
Mr. Wright’s Speech. 

Mr. P. B. Johnson acted as chairman of 
the meeting and called it to order. He in- 
troduced Mr. Boykin Wright as the first 
speaker, saying that he needed no intro- 
duction to an audience of the tenth district. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Wright arose and said: 
zens of McDuffie county. Fellow demo- 
crats, Atkinson democrats, Evans demo- 
crats and fellow populists: It has always 
been in the past, and is now, to me a pleas- 
ure to meet the people of McDuffie. For 
many years I have come in and gone out 
among you and have never had anything 
but the kindliest of feelings.

“It is and should be a source of pride to 
the democracy of the tenth congressional 
district that it has been instrumental m 
contributing to the public service two such

Ambition Before Party Harmony. 

“But the campaign of peace destined to 
recover our lost brethren had hardly begun 
before it received a rude check. The legis- 
lature was upon the eve of its adjournment 
when a caucus of its members favorable to 
the candidacy of Mr. Atkinson was called 
in the famous room 104, of the Kimball 
house.

Mr. Atkinson has 
done noble and brave work for the party in 
the. past. For this we give him full credit. 
But the question before us today is wheth- 
er the people of McDuffie are going to allow 
their votes to be carried around in the pock- 
ets of the ‘men who control’ or will they 
cast their ballots for the man of their 
choice.

OFFICE COMES HIGH. 


Richard Guerrard Says That He Was 
Asked to Pat Up $6,000. 


ALL HE WANTS IS A SENATORSHIP 


Waring Russell Demands an Investigation 
at the Hands ofthe Citizens’ Club—Says 
He Did Not Make the Demand. 


Savannah, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)—The 
publication of a statement in today’s Morn- 
ing News to the effect that Mr. R. D. Guer- 
rard stated to friends that he had with- 
drawn from the race for the senatorship 
for the reason that Waring Russell, a local 
political boss, told: him he would have to 
put up $5,000 if he wanted the office, has 
been the biggest sensation that has appear- 
ed in local politics in years. It has been 
the topic of discussion everywhere on the 
Streets today. 

The story was that Waring Russell, who 
is county treasurer, would insure him the 
nomination by the Citizens’ Club if he would 
put up $5,000 for election purposes. Compli- 
cations arose, as Mr. Osborne, president of 
the club, also desired the nomination. It 
is said it was finally offered to close the 
deal with Mr. Guerrard for $2,000, but the 
latter informed Russell that he would not 
make the race on any such «condition and 
withdrew. Mr. Guerrard also stated he had 
already put up $250 to be used by the Citi- 
zens’ Club, 

Mr. Russell denies the report throughout, 
Saying that he was approached by. Mr. 
Guerrard, who asked is he (Guerrard) could 
secure the nomination and election. Mr. 
Russell says he told Mr. Guerrard that it 
would cost him two or three thousand dol- 
lars to be elected, but denies that he asked 
him _for any money for election purposes. 
Mr. Russell demanded an investigation by 
the Citizens’ Club today and a committee 
consisting of Messrs. Henry McAlpin, 
Charles A. Lamotta, Walter P. Laroche, Dr. 
L. A. Falligant and Colonel John Screven, 
chairman, was appointed to investigate and 
report to the club next Tuesday night. 

Says $5,000 Was Demanded. 

Mr. Guerrard confirms the statement in 
an interview to be published in The Morn- 
ing. News tomorrow. He says Mr. Russell 
told him he would have to put up $5,000, 
as the other candidates didn’t have a cent 
of money and he, Mr. Guerrard, had it and 
would have to put it up. According to Mr. 
Guerrard, Mr. Russell said: 

“We will have to buy the negro vote. I 
put up $8,000 in my campaign and you can’t 
do with less than $5,000. The whites are all 
right. We may have to buy about a hun- 
dred of them.”’ 

Mr. Guerrard’s friends afterwards saw 
Mr. Russell and told him this was black- 
mail, but that Mr. Guerrard might be will- 
ing to put up $2,000 if W. W. Osborne would 
come down. Osborne refused ‘and Mr. 
Guerrard came down. Mr. Guerrard also 
stated that he had given Waring Russell

The Two Men, 

Richard Guerrard was a member of the 
last house from Chatham, he, Osborne and 
Doolan composing the delegation. Mr. Guer- 
rard is worth probably half a million dol- 
lars.

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The Alabama Democrats. 

The report of the proceedings of the 
Alabama convention which we printed 
at some length yesterday morning is ex- 
ceedingly interesting. Therein will be 
found fully set forth the marching and 
countermarching and the various maneu- 
vers which a powerful organization is 
compelled to make in order to preserve 
intact the harmony and unity that are 
necessary to safety. 

There were suggestions of half-way 
compromises and strenuous efforts made 
to score a victory in verbiage, as it were, 
but in the end both factions were com- 
pelled to ground their arms and surren- 
der to the necessity that imperiously de 
mands harmony in democratic ranks. 
The result, therefore, is a victory for the 
unity that is essential to the success of 
the organization. The necessity for this 
unity was so powerful and persuasive 
that both factions—those who desired to 
give an unqualified endorsement of Mr. 
Cleveland’s financial policy, and those 
who desired to record their opposition— 
were compelled to take off their hats to it 
and surrender their intentions. 

The convention's endorsement of Mr. 
Cleveland reads: “Recognizing the wis- 
dom and patriotism of our president, and 
believing in his fealty to the principles 
of our party, we endorse his administra- 
tion of the federal government.” 

The endorsement of Senator Morgan 
is couched in language precisely similar: 
“Recognizing the wise experience, the 
eminent ability, and the devotion to the 
best interests of the state of Alabama of 
our distinguished senator, the Hon. John 
T. Morgan, and believing in his fealty 
to the principles of democracy, though 
some of us may differ with him in mat- 
ters of detail, * * * we, the representa- 
tives of the democratic party of Alaba- 
ma, in convention assembled, hereby cor- 
dially and heartily commend him to the 
people of Alabama for re-election to the 
Senate of the United States.” 

That there might be nothing lacking 
“in matters of detail,” the convention 
attached the same saving clause to its 
endorsement of Mr. Cleveland: “While 
some of us may differ from him in mat- 
ters of policy, we are agreed in the be- 
lief that he is impelled by motives of the 
highest patriotism, and by an unselfish 
devotion the highest good of the 
Whole country.” 

The thoughtful and 
of the convention, recognizing the abso- 
lute necessity for harmony—a necessity 
that is more pressing in Alabama today 
than it has ever been before—put the 
brakes on the extremists who were anx- 
ious to rule or ruin, and compelled them 
to listen to reason. The result is that 
both wings of the party were compelled 
to bow to this necessity, and the conven- 
tion dealt fairly and evenly with the 
views of all, and treated with proper 
reserve those declarations that were cal- 
culated to challenge democratic opposi- 
tion, or give rise to democratic dissatis- 
faction. 

In fine, every utterance of the con- 
vention is entirely consistent with party 
harmony and with the deliverances of 
the Chicago convention. The principles 
of that platform are reaffirmed: there is 
no endorsement of the unconditional re 
peal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act without substitute demo- 
cratic legislation; the endorsement of 
Senator Morgan and the endorsement 
of President Cleveland are in the same 
language; the single gold standard is re- 
pudiated; and the free coinage of silver 
is endorsed. 

In substance and essence, the declara- 
tions of the Alabama convention are a 
call to harmony—an appeal to good dem- 
ocrats in every part of the state to for- 
get the ill-advised rancor of some of tlre 
federal officeholders around Montgomery, 
and iend all their energies to strength- 
ening the organization and promoting 
the success of the candidates selected by 
the mExentoe to represent the party.

It says, and says truly, that skillful ma- 
nipulation, no matter how perfect it may 


be, can have only a temporary effect; and | 


it turns upon the railway situation this 
axiomatic searchlight: “Gross returns are 
the true measure of the volume of busi- 
ness doing.” 

The Atchison system’s statement for 
the second week in May shows that the 
decrease in earnings amounts to $230,000 
as against the loss of $139,000 for the 
preceding week. The Atchison system is 
in the hands of a receiver, and it has 
been run at what its managers regarded 
the highest pitch of economy, but in 
response to the continued decrease in 
gross earnings, between 300 and 400 em- 
ployes were laid off last Monday. They 
find this necessary in order to keep ex- 
penses within receipts. 

The Atchison is not an exception. It 
is merely a type. All the roads are suf- 
fering alike from a lack of business 
caused by the general depression, which 
is the result of low prices, which, in 
their turn, are occasioned by the contrac- 
tion in the volume of money of final pay- 
ment. 

The railways of the country have suf- 
fered more severely than any other sin- 
gle interest because they depend entirely 
on the movement of freights for their 
available returns, and the first result of 
business depression is to curtail the 
movement in freigths. 

Comparing the gross earnings of 175 
railroads for the first three months of 
1893 with their earnings during the first 


three months in 1894, we find a falling 
off of $30,500,000. During the same 
period, making the same comparison, 
there has been a decrease in operating 
expenses of $23,000,000, so that the roads 
have really lost only $7,000,000, while the 
employes and those who depend on the 
roads are out of pocket $23,000,000. This 
doesn’t help the matter at all. The loss 
has even worse results than if the cor- 
porations had to bear the whole of it. 

It is a terrible showing, and when we 
talk about.a “sound and stable currency,” 
meaning thereby a currency redeemable 
in gold alone, we should take into consid- 
eration whether that is a sound and 
stable currency under the effects of 
which all values, all prices, all business, 
all wages, and all the forces that make 
for progress, are depreciated and still 
depreciating. 

Whatever the politicians say or think 
about it, it is a matter serious enough for 
the business men of the country to think 
about. It is idle to talk about this or 
that cause of the panic. Whatever road 
of investigation the mind may take it is 
bound to arrive sooner or later at the one 
solé and single cause—the Hpping off of 
more than one-half of our money of 
final payment. There is not one phase 
of the present situation, not one of the 
many phenomena atcompanying the so- 
called panic, that cannot be clearly ex- 
plained when once the mind perceives— 
as, after investigation, it must perceive— 
that the cause thereof is the measuring 
of all values and prices by a standard 
that has become too valuable to be either 
sound or honest. —

Harris, of Carroll, who was tendered the 
appointment by Governor Northen, and 
Who yesterday announced his inability 
to accept it. The news of the appoint- 
ment of Judge Harris to the position 
made vacant by the death of General 
Cook evoked immediate approval. Judge 
Harris is one of Georgia’s worthiest sons 
and will efficiently, honestly and ably 
represent the state in whatever capacity 
he is called to public service. 


How to Relieve the People. 


The advoeates of the repeal of the 
State bank tax are steadily gaining 
ground. Only a few days ago Congress- 
man Everett, of Massachusetts, told the 
house that on his recent visit to Boston 
he had found to his surprise that the 
sentiment of his political and business 
friends was not opposed to the repeal of 
the tax, 

In reply to this statement The Boston 
Herald takes issue with Dr. Everett and 
says’ 

There is not the slightest necessity for 
any increase of the supply of unexportable 
money in the near future. The currency 
reservoir it not only full to the brim, but 
it is at this moment running over in a 
broad stream of gold, which leaves us for 
no other reason than the lack of profitable 
employment here. This outflow does not 
and showad not cause uneasiness, because 
our currency is not being diluted by addi- 
tions of paper money. But if such additions 
were being made, an@ made in a form 
open to so many objections as can be 
brought against state bank notes, the pres- 
ent loss of gold would bear fruit in a dis- 
astrous disturbance of public confidence. 

Qur readers are already so familiar 
with the ridiculous assumptions of the 
eastern goldbugs that The Herald’s edi- 
torial will only provoke a passing smile. 
But are we to infer that our contempo- 
rary believes that it would be less objec- 
tionable “to increase our supply of ex- 
portable money than to swell the volume 
of the non-exportable article? In the 
face of the present outflow of the former 
this seems to be a very queer position 
for a sensible journal to take. It strikes 
us that a home currency answering home 
Wants is better than a treacherous na- 
tional currency that deserts us when we 
need it most and hides itself in the 
strong boxes of foreign nations. 

Senator Blackburn, of Kentucky, has 
presented the advantages of state banks 
so clearly and in such a convineing way 
that a summary of the points made by 
him cannot fail to interest our readers. 
He says that the repeal of the state bank 
tax is the most important reform now 
before congress. As he puts it, so long 
as our currency consists of specie, green- 
backs, national bank notes or coin cer- 
tificates, Wall street can control the vol- 
ume at its pleasure. Half a dozen pri- 
vate citizens in New York city can con- 
trol our finances and create a panic with- 
in twelve hours. But when we repeal 
the state bank tax we create a safety 
valve which makes it impossible for in- 
dividuals to control the currency of this 
country, corner it or regulate its value, 
for the state banks of issue will be able 
to provide their communities with a safe 
currency to take the place of the currency 
withdrawn from circulation by Wall 
street. i 

The senator favors a state bank cur- 
rency for the very reason urged against 
it by its opponents. He wants a local 
currency that will be subject to a dis- 
count when it goes into other states. This 
will keep it at home. No nation issues 
money to be circulated abroad for the 
benefit of foreigners. Every nation is- 
sues money for the use of its own people 
and each state should do the same. 

We need a local currency with the 
homing quality so that it will not be in 
the power of a few eastern money cen- 
ters to absorb and absolutely control it. 
This need is so evident that business 
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“men in the north are beginning to think | 


that it will be a very comfortable thing 
to have an adequate supply of a sound 
local currency to take the place of an ex- 
portable currency that is rushing over to 
Europe at the rate of several million dol- 
lars a week. ; 

The fact is, as the Kentucky senator 
pointedly says, the country needs more 
money and it needs it now. 


Several Atlanta Societies. 

The organization of a Mississippi So- 
ciety in Atlanta will naturally call atten- 
tion to the fact that this metropolis of 
the new south is made up of the popula- 
tion of many states and countries. 

We have Virginia, South Carolina, 
North Carolina and Alabama Societies, 
and the Kentuckians and Tennesseeans 
are numerous enough to form similar 
organizations. A few years ago the 
Northern Society was organized with a 
large membership, and the Irish, Ger- 
mans and Scotch have strong organt- 
zations. The Italians, Russian Jews and 
Chinese could easily organize and sup- 
port societies and it may be that they 
already have something of the sort. 

It will be seen from this general sum- 
mary that Atlanta is a little cosmopolis. 
The people who have come here from 
distant states and strange lands have 
been made to feel at home, and they are 
all doing well, and pulling side by side 
with the Georgians for the Cracker City. 

Nothing could speak better for Atlanta 
than this simple statement of facts. Our 
city is practically the capital of the 
south. Yet we see on every hand the in- 
disputable evidence that this is the com- 
mon ground on which the people of every 
state and country can meet and dwell 
together in harmony and _ prosperity. 
Here we have no partisan and ‘sectional 
prejudices to bar men out of society and 
business. In Atlanta it can be truly said 
that “worth makes the man, and the 
want of it the fellow.” 

We congratulate our state and national 
societies upon their progress. They will 
do a good work for themselves and for 
Atlanta. 


A Southern Experiment. 

A Memphis paper calls attention to a 
successful farming experiment near Syc- 
amore, Ala. 

It seems that two brothers are operat- 
ing on a five-thousand-acre tract of land. 
They employ eighty-four whites and not 
a single negro. They raise all the food 
crops necessary for the people and the 
stock in their little community, and all 
the meat they need, but cotton is their 
principal crop. But they do not ship 
their cotton to northern markets to be 
worked up in eastern mills. A mill on 
the plantation manufactures the cotton 
into yarns and another mill grinds the 
seed into oil. The yarn mill cost $113,000 
and pays a handsome profit. 

The success of this experiment should 
convince northern farmers who are seek- 
ing southern homes that they can come 
down here and get along prosperously 
with white labor alone, if they prefer it. 

This, however, is not the main lesson 
taught by the Sycamore enterprise. The 
two. brothers who are running this large 
plantation have made it plain that it is 
possible to establish small farming com- 
munities in the south that will be self- 
supporting and practically independent. 
The experiment suggests new possibili- 
ties for southern agriculture.

‘General’ Coxey is evidently a frugal and 
practical individual and report hag it that 
he has made the general business in which 
he embarked at Massillon in March a 
profitable one from a purely financial point 
of view. Some observing labor reformer in 
Washington has estimated that Coxey is 
$7,000 or more, “ahead of the hounds’’ in 
the job of leading the commonwealers to 
the city. He declares that Coxey from the 
day he left home has been constantly in 
receipt of checks, postal notes and curren- 
cy from sympathizers in his movement and 
that very little of this money has been 
expended on his followers, who have lived 
off the country, but has been put where it 
would do Coxey individually the most good. 
At first Coxey took special pains to have 
published the contributions to his cause 
with the amount of their donations, but 
this very soon ceased, not because donations 
did not arrive, but because it was not nec- 
essary from the business side to publish 
more than the harrowing details of the phys- 
ical sufferings of his men. No one Knows 
except Coxey himself how much has been 
donated to the army of peace. It is asserted 
that these contributions aggregate between 
$10,000 and $12,000 of which not more than 
one-third is thought to have been ex- 
pended on the army. It is possible that 
Coxey intends to use this fund for pension- 
ing the disabled of his army after the dawn 
of peace and the passage of his bill for 
non-interest-bearing bonds. 


Governor Waite in a recent speech at 
Denver classed Congressman Bland, whom 
he claims sold out silver in 1878, with 
Voorhees and Carlisle in their surrender to 
the foes of silver. He advocated coining 
Mexican dollars to be used as legal tender 
in Colorado. He expressed the hope that 
the ballot would soon overthrow the dom- 
ination of Wall street, but if the ballot 
were not guccessful the man who would 
not bear his breast to the bullets was 
not a man. Adjutant General Tarsney made 
a few remarks and said that unless some- 
thing was done the blood spilled when 
Woxey’s men were clubbed at Washington 
would be the first in a new revolution. 


The Baltimore Sun reads Senator Gor- 
man out of the party for his high tariff 
tendencies, and says: “‘There is no room 
on The Sun either for political centralizers 
or subsidizers, but if the representatives of 
monopoly want an organ in Baltimore pos- 
sibly the sugar trust might be induced 
to supply the capital.

For, as far as the presidency is con- 
cerned, he is as dead as the celebrated 
revolutionary “conservative,” who thought 
it a grand and glorious stroke of policy 
to ‘compromise’ with King George, the 
high tariff McKinley of his day.”

The Ninth’s Ex Congressman, Known as 
the “Plowboy of Pigeon Roost,’ Is 
Surprised at the Offer. 


The appointment of Colonel Allen D. 
Candier, of Gainesville, as secretary of 
state, is applauded everywhere, and the 
governor ts receiving showers of congratu- 
lations from everybody upon so excellent 
a service te the state. 

Yesterday morning the governor received 
word from Judge Samson W. Harris that 
he would not accépt the office which 
the governor had tendered him the day be- 
fore. Judge Harris gave no particular rea- 
son, but his friends all say that the cause 
of his refusal to accept the office was that 
he will run for congress from the fourth 
district and that he thinks he can easily 
win. 

Whatever may have been his reason, the 
governor accepted the situation as it pre-

sented itself and proceeded with the task of 
appointing the new secretary of state to 
fill the place made vacant by the death of 
the late General Phil Cook. 

There were several delegations to call on 
him during the forenoon and the governor 
was a very busy man all day. He heard 
what each. of the delegations had to say 
for this Man or that and gave due consid- 
eration to their applications. 

Just about high noon, Colonel Allen D. 
Candler, who came to the city on private 
business, was entering the dining room at 
the Markham house for dinner, when sud- 
denly a friend came/up to him and asked: 

“Colonel, if you were appointed secretary 


of state would you accept?’ 


The colonei’s first impulsive answer wags 
*“No!’’ 

“Why? asked his friend. 

“Simply because I haven't thought of 
such a thing,’’ replied Colonel Candler. “I 
am @no applicant for the office. The gov- 
ernor is not considering me at all. It’s a 
joke to be asking me such questions--it’s a 
joke | won't humor.” 

Sut the man was serious and told Colonel 
Candler that the governor had been consid- 
ering his name, and was inclined to make 
the appointment. 
Candler to think the matter over and not 
give impulsive answers in the way he was 
going on. He told the colonel that the 
governor thought him a most desirable 
man for the office and his friends in the 
demvcratic party wanted him to accept 
jor the sake of the party, as it would be 
considerable strength to the party for him 
to be piaced in the office just at this time. 

Colonel Candle: has thought the matter 
over, has been appointed and will accept. 

Sketch of His Life. 


Colonel Candler is fifty-nine years old. 
He was born in Lumpkin county, Georgia, 
in the yous 1834. His parents came to this 
country from England and =~settled long 
ago in Coiumbia county, Georgia. 

When a Ley Colonel Candler received his 
education at old Mercer university, his di- 
ploma having been given while Nathaniel 
M. Crawford was at the head of that noted 
college. 

Afier graduating fom the college he 
started out in life as a school teacher, hav- 
ing charge of a little school in Jonesboro, 
Tae 

jie taught until the war broke out and 
Was prompt to enlist with the Thirty- 
ivurth Georgia as a private. He was soon 
elected lieutenant of his company and af- 
tervwards was chosen captain. Subsequent- 
ly he becaine iiexutenant colonel and at 
last coionel of his regiment. 

tie was.one of the most gallant soldiers 
that wore the cloth of gray and was al- 
ways where the fight was thickest. Brave 
and courageous in all peril, he was several 
times wounded in the body and yet bore his 
sufferings like the plucky little soldier that 
he was and never stayed away from the 
battle ranks so long as he was strong 
enough to stand, walk or sit in the saddle. 

He was in the war from first to last and 
surrendered his gallant command after 
Lee had furled the banner at Appomattox, 
having iaid down his arms with Johnston. 

The day after the downfall of Atlanta 
Coionel Candler went on to Jonesboro  fol- 
lowing up Sherman. There he had one eye 
Shot oui and was severely wounded. 

After the war-Colonel Candler came back 
home as poor and forlorn as any confeder- 
ate soldier ever was. He was physically 
weakened down by the brunt of the war 
he had born so bravely, had but one eye 
left him, had no money—but little hope to 
make life worth the living. 

He started to teaching again. As princi- 
pal of Monroe Female college at Forsyth 
he taught two years and then went back to 
Jonesboro, where he had taught before the 
war, and where he had lost his eye during 
the war, and began his school at that place 
again. He taught several years there and 
finaily gave up teaching and went to Gaines- 
ville, where he entered the lumber business. 

He was elected to the Georgia legislature 
in 1872 and served several years there, be- 
coming prominent as a lawmaker. He was 
the author of the bill providing for the 
constitutional convention that framed the 
new constitution of this state. He was 
the author of many other well-known bills 
that have been useful laws. 

In 1882 he was nominated to congress by 
the democratt of the ninth congressional 
district. Then he entered the famous and 
never-to-be-forgotten Speer-Candler  con- 
test. Speer had carried the district the term 
before by 4,000 votes. Colonel Candler en- 
tered the race, as it seemed, almost with- 
Out hope, but he was plucky, gifted, 
Shrewd and wiry and outmatched the dark- 
eyed genius that faced him in that race. 
In this campaign he became known to 
politicians everywhere as “‘the Plowboy of 
Pigeon Roost.’ 

He was elected over Speer by a majority 
of 3,000, thus showing a change of 7,000 
votes in the district. 

He Served in congress during the forty- 
eighth, the forty-ninth, the fiftieth and 
fifty-first congresses, making an enviable 
record there and retiring by declining a 
renomination. He has for the past few 
years been in the lumber business again 
and taking contracts for building anything 
from a railroad to a ginhouse. He came to 


Atlanta yesterday for the purpose of hav- 


ing plans drawn for building the courthouse 
in Bulloch county. 

The appointment of Colonel Candler to the 
Office of secretary of state is not only 
approved py every one at all interested in 
Georgia interests, but is applauded most 
loudly by them.

ARRESTED AT A MEETING. 


William Reese, Charged with Larceny 
After Trust, Arrested. 

Larceny after trust—appropriating to- his 

own use money that was raised by dona- 

tions to defray the burial expenses of a 


dead man—is the charge on the police’ 


docket against William Reese. 

The general facts in the case Reese ad- 
mits to be true, but that there is anything 
criminal in his action, he denies. He ad- 
mits having had the money in his posses- 
sion and that he did not turn it over to 
the person for whom it was intended. 

Reese is a white man under thirty years 
of age. He lives in Bellwood, just off Ma- 
rietta street, and when arrested last night 
was at a preaching. 

Last Monday John Owens, a neighbor of 
teese’s, died at his home in Bellwood. 
Owens had been out of employment and his 
wife was left without sufficient means to 
provide for the expenses of his funeral. 
Generous neighbors at once grasped the 
situation and came to her relief. A gentle- 
man named Cheshire, a Mr. Sandy and 
Reese took it upon themselves to raise the 
necessary money. 

Between them Sandy and Reese collected 
$4.50. Sandy turned over to Reese the money 
that he had collected, but it seems that 
the donations never reached ‘Mrs. Owens. 
She was told that the money had been 
raised, but she never saw it. 

Last night she reported the matter to 
Patrolmen Wilson and Alderman and they 
found Reese at a private residence where 
religious services were being held, and he 
was arrested. A case of larceny after trust 
was booked against him. Mrs. Owens de- 
clared to the officers that she would swear 
out a warrant against Reese this morning, 
charging him with larceny after trust. 

Reese says that he had an agreement 
with Mrs. Owens by which he was to keep 
the money until she should need it to pay 
her house rent.

Mr. R. J. Jordan 
and Dorsey, Brewster & Howell represented 
the plaintiff and the insurance company 
was represented by Messrs. King & Ander- 
son. 

The jury was out but a short while and 
their verdict is a strong vindication of the 
plaintiff. It is understood that both poli- 
cies, amounting to $2,000, were paid yester- 
day morning in settlement of the case.

OATES IN ATLANTA, 


The Leader of Alabama's Democracy Was 
Here Last Evening. 


HE TALKS ABOUT THE GAMPAIGN 


And About the Issues That Were Raised. 
The Endorsement of Senator Mor- 
gan and President Cleveiand. 


“Yes, I did say that the money power had 
the government by the leg, and I say it 
again: but the responsibility for that state 
of affairs belongs to the republican party, 
not to Mr. Cleveland.” 

The speaker was Colonel William C. Oates, 
member of congress and nominee of the Ala- 
bama democracy for the governorship of 
that state. 

“Yes,” he continued, “I did say it; and 
while the words were not Mr. Cleveland’s— 
I have been quoted as saying they were— 
the sentiment was his.”’ 

“I have talked a good deal with Mr. Cleve- 
land,’’ continued Colonel Oates, “and in 
dicussing the financial situation and the 
condition of the treasury, he has gone so 
far as to gay, in the strong language that 
is characteristic of the man, that the New 
York banks have such control of the situa- 
tion that he, the president, didn’t know 
what to do.”’ 

Colonel Oates spent a few hours at the 
Kimball last evening. He was on his way 
to Washington. The train which brought 
him to the city reached here at 4:30, and as 
he could not leave until 9 o’clock, he had 
time to talk politics with a number of peo- 
ple. After supper he was the center of 
quite a crowd of Georgians, and incidentally 
the different features of the campaign in 
Alabama were discussed, 

Opposed Endorsement of Morgan. 

“lL opposed any resolution directly refer- 
ring to Senator Morgan,” said the colonel. 
““My idea was that he had been endorsed in 
several county conventions,-and there was 
no need of precipitating the question upon 
the convention. I was in the meeting of the 
committee on resolutions when this matter 
came up, and in it I opposed the introduc- 
tion of such resolutions. But there were 
some members of the committee who insist- 
ed on the direct question being put to the 
convention, and the resolution reported by 
the committee was agreed upon as a sort of 
a compromise. Then, when the Morgan 
men insisted on endorsing his position on 
national questions, the trouble was precipi- 
tated which resulted in the adoption of the 
resolutions submitted as a compromise by 
Colonel Tompkins, which were essentially 
the same as those submitted by the commit: 
tee. Colonel Tompkins was the leader of 
the Oates men on the floor—had been so 
appointed by the caucus—and my supporters 
did just as he said. But I,” he repeated, 
“was opposed to the question of endorse- 
ment of Mr. Morgan ever being raised in 
the convention.’’ 

His Position on Silver. 

Recurring to the financial question at the 
— of an interviewer, Colonel Oates 
said: : 

“I do not agree with Mr. Cleveland on all 
phases of the money question. He is in 
favor of bimetallism only after internation- 
al agreement. I disagyee with him there, 
for I believe that we can have the free 
coinage of both gold and silver, maintaining 
the two dollars at a parity, independent of 
the rest of the world. I wrote the silver 
plank in the platform we adopted at Mont- 
gomery which says: ‘While there are differ- 
ences of opinion among us in matters of 
detail, we all believe in the free coinage of 
silver whenever it can be done consistently 
with the maintenance of a sound and safe 
currency.’ 

“I believe, as I have always said,” con- 
tinued Colonel Oates, ‘‘that Mr. Cleveland is 
a friend of silver. I know he is, for he has 
told me so. The mistake he has made 
has been that he has kept his views to 
himself and has not let the people know 
just where he hus stood and where he now 
stands. I don’t think he should have ve- 
toed the seigniorage bill, and I voted to 
pass that bill over his veto; not that ] 
considered that {) ' would make much 
difference in the money situation, but be- 
cause I believed its passage and approval 
by the president would have gone a long 
way towards reconciling the differences 
in our. party at the south. He has said that 
he favored international agreement, but in 
my opinion has not gone sufficiently into 
details concerning his position on the finan- 
cial question to suit the people, and therein 
lies a good deal of the opposition to him. 
What is or is not good for his party has 
no influence whatever on him; he does 
just as he thinks is right, and lets no other 
consideration affect his actions.’’ 

He Will Be Elected. 

As to the situation in Alabama Colonel 
Oates said: “Of course I am confident that 
democracy will triumph and that I shall be 
elected. Captain Kolb and his followers 
have been Keeping very quiet, evidently 
with the idea that in a confidence of vic- 
tory we would make some mistakes that 
they might take advantage of. I believe 
they have lost strength, though how much 
I cannot tell. I know that werever I have 
spoken Kolb men have come to me and 
said that having heard what I had to say 
they were satisfied and would vote with 
the democracy,hereafter. There have bee. 
some of these—perhaps fifty—in each coun- 
ty; but how many others feel the same way 
I have no means of Knowing. As I said, 
they have been silent, sort o’ ‘layin’ low,’ as 
it were.”’ 

“What about the Hoar disclosures; will 
they hurt him much?” 

‘Not as much as sone people thought.”’ 

‘“‘And the negroes?’’ 

“Well, I have always been able to get 
more negro votes than any other man in 
Alabama and I feel confident of holding my 
own in that respect this time. The Mosely 
wing of the republicans seem to be active 
in Kolb’s favor, but there are a great 
many who are not and who will vote with 
us. We'll get our share and our ticket will 
go ae all right—you can count on 
that.”’ 


‘‘Has Kolb gained any strength from any 
source ;”’ 

‘None whatever. The campaign we have 
gone through has been a heated one, but it 
has only served to enthuse our people and 
they will go to work for the nominees as 
hard as they know how. Of course a 
heated campaign leaves some bitterness, but 
they are slight and only temporary. Al- 
most all the Johnston. men came to me 
atter my nomination and pledged their un- 
qualified support.”’ 

As to the administration endorsement Col- 
onel Oates said. 

“TIT took this position throughout the cam- 
paign: While there might be, and were, 
differences among us as to details and 
minor matters, we as democrats must stand 
to our democratic administration. It would 
never do to take any other stand, I argued, 
and our endorsement was as I put it. It 
is our administration and to failto endorse 
it means to put the republicans in power 
again.”’ 

No Opposition to Senator Morgan. 


“There is no disposition to antagonize 
Senator Morgan and in my opinion he will 
have no opposition,”’ said the colonel. 
“Those democrats whv disagree with the 
senator as to some of his views recognize 
his great ability and his splendid service 
to his party and he will be re-elected with- 
out opposition.’’ 

Colonel Oates is naturally jubilant over 
his victory. He will be given a hearty re- 
ception by his colleagues upon his return 
to Washington and one of those who will 
be there to welcome him is Congressman 
‘“‘Dick’’ Clark of the Mobile district. “Dick 
and I were to have gone on together,”’ said 
Colonel Oates, ‘“‘but he got up efore I did, 
caught the early train and left me snooz- 
ing. But then you know Dick’s quite an 
early riser—in politics and out.” 

He was thinking about Mobile county, 
where Dick’s work turned the tide of the 
campaign.

DOWN GO THE RATES. 


Southern Lines Are at War Over Traffic 
from the East. 


A CUT OF 20 CENTS ON FIRST CLASS 


The Clyde Line Makes the First Whack 
and Otber Roads Follow Suit—Other 
Railroads News. 


There seems to be a lively war of vates 
from the east brewing. 

The Clyde line pushed the button and the 
other lines are doing the rest. And before 
it is done with some fun may be expected, 
so it would appear. 

Several days ago the Clyde line notified 
the commissioner that the cut would be 
made, thus takiuag a start in the matter. 
The next thing heard of the cut was that it 
had been met with, a promptness not at 
all surprising on the part of the Central 
Railroad and Ocean Steamship Company. 
Before twelve hours had passed all the 
lines had met the rate and were hustling 
for business on the new scale of rates. 

This is the first disturbance of rates from 
the east Atlanta has Known for many a 
day, and promises to be the jolliest rate 
war that has been indulged in by lines to 


the east for several years. 


Mr. Sam W. Wilkes, the well known repre- 
sentative of the Clyde line, was sending out 
circulars to all merchants of this city 
bright and early yesterday morning, an- 
nouncing the rates as follows: 

First-class, 94 cents a hundred, formerly 
$1.14; second-class, 83 cents a hundred, form- 
erly $8 cents; third-class, 68 cents a hundred, 
formerly 86 cents; fourth-class, 57 cents a 
hundred, formerly 73 cents; fifth-class, 47 
cents a hundred, formerly 60 cents; sixth- 
class, 48 cents a hundred, formerly 49 cents. 

These rates were met in every particular 
by the Central liailroad and ucrcan Star - 
ship Company and the announcement of 
the cut over these lines came right along 
on the heels of the announcement from the 
Clyde line. 

Long before night the merchants of At- 
lanta were well posted as to the war, and 
they were very much interested to see the 
fight started. 

Many of the merchants who have large 
shipments to come out of New York and 
the eastern markets wired their shippers 
to keep an eye on the rate disturbance 
and take advantage of the cheap rates by 
rushing goods out to them. Severai large 
orders were fired in over the wires by whole- 
gale dealers here. Business took an upward 
turn at oncé, and the merchants were smil- 
ing sweetly to each other here and there 
over the cut. 

The war wag on from the start, and in 
earnest. 

The Richmond and Danville met the cut 
by announcing the same schedule of rates 
as announced by the Clyde and the Central. 

The Seaboard Air-Line and the East 
Tennesse, Virginia and Georgia fell into 
line promptly and all the roads that have 
any sort of pull on eastern business to 
southern points have joined in the battle. 

The cheap rates will be enjoyed in At- 
lanta, Opelika, Rome. Columbus and other 
cities. Different schedules with the same 
sweeping reductions are being announced 
in other cities according to the distance of 
the haul andl other conditions. 

The War in Augusta. 

Augusta, May 24.—(Special.)—The Clyde 
line and the South Carolina railroad today 
cut New York freight rates to these fig- 
ures: First-class, 71 cents; second class, 56 
cents; third class, 45 cents; fourth class, 
36 cents; fifth class, 30 cents; sixth class, 
27 cents. This goes into effect tomorrow. 
The war is now on. There will be fun in 
the northern freight business at this point 
this summer. Cutting of rates—possibly a 
regular rate war—may be all the rage. 
Yesterday afternoon Mr. Guy Hamilton, so- 
liciting agent here of the Ocean Steamship 
Company and Central railroad, ‘received a 
telegram from General Agent Rhett in- 
structing him to announce a cut of 25 per 
cent on all freights from New York to 
Augusta. This will also bring about a 
slight reduction in freights from Boston 
and Philadelphia. The other lines in com- 
petition from New York are the Richmond 
and Danville, Seaboard Air-Line and Clyde 
Line and South Carolina railway. The mer- 
chants meanwhile will look on with interest 
the haul and other conditions.

The decline which has been in progress 
at the steck exchange was interrupted yes- 
terday by a rally. This was a natural 
outcome, and was due very largely to the 
covering of shorts—not to any change in 
the situetion or in the railroad outlook.

measure of the volume of business doing. 
Unfortunately, they oontinue to tell the 
story of prolongea depression.

Because of poor earnings, and not be- 
cause of gold exports or labor troubles, the 
rally of yesterday was checked in the af- 
ternoon, when Atchison’'s statement for the 
second week in May threw a damper on 
speculation. The decrease for that period 
for the Atchison system was no less than 
$230,000, as against a loss of $139,000 for the 
week preceding. Atchison’s decrease since 
January Ist is now over 33,000,000. 


The Atchisqn is still. cutting down ex- 
penses, as this dispatch from Topek3, Kas., 
shows: ‘‘between three and four hundred 
Santa Fe railroad shop employes were laid 
off last evening under an order issued by 
General Manager Frye. An official said: 
‘The reason for this cutting down in the 
force is very simple to understand. On ac- 
count of poor business the earnings of the 
road have not been what the receivers an- 
ticipated, and it is necessary to Keep the 
expenses within the receipts.’ ”’

But these reports would probably have had 
but little influence had not the snoris 
been good buyers, and the market huving 
suffered a deciine of over Zc per bushei dur- 
ing the past two days ana being at the 
opening but a trifle over a cent higher than 
the low point, readily responded to this 
buying; in fact, offerings were very scarce 
until 57¢c was reached, at whicn and above 
there was considerable pressure for sale, 
checking the advance. Ciosing cables from 
Paris and Berlin were .igher, but Liverpool 
continues weak, probably. more on account 
of free supplies tnan anything else. Around 
these prices reactions are but natural, but 
so long as the present labor troubles remain 
in such an unsettled condition the country 
at large will be very cautious about invest- 
ing, and substantial advance will probably 
be difficult to sustain.

‘The report of the superintendent for the 
month of May was full of valuable sugges- 
tion as well as important information to 
tue board, It- was reported that $23 had 
Leen colleeted from non-resident pupils, 
which had been deposited with the treasurer. 
The superintendent stated that careful vigi- 
lance had been exercised in guarding the 
schools from all contagion arising from the 
prevalence of smallpox and scarlet fever 
in certain parts of the city. it was speci- 
fied aS an interesting citation that during 
the years 1882, 1884 and 1884 when the small- 
pox was prevalent in this city, that not 
a single child in the schools was a victim. 
In a particular case where the parents had 
objected. to vaccination, they were so un- 


fortunate as to die themselves, while the. 


children, who were vaccinated over their 
protest, escaped unharmed. He considered 
this a paramount argument in favor of vac- 
cination. The report suggested that a vote 
of thanks be tendered the sanitary commit- 
tee and the board of health. It further rec- 
ommended that all of the schools be visit- 
ed by the members of the board, and that 
a new division ef the districts be made as 
soon as possible. The report was a com- 
plete review of the progress of the schools 
during the month of May. ' 
Revorts Submitted. 

Mr. W. S&S. Thomson, the chairman of the 
finance committee, reported that bills to the 
amount of $18,912.48 had been approved. Al- 
so, that $23 had been deposited as 0n-resi- 
dent tuition. 

wir. Hendrix, the chairman of the building 
committee, presented a resolution to the 
effect that ali of the slate reninants for 
blackboards be turned over to the Home for 
the Iriendless. Also, that the purchase of 
the new Boys’ High school lot be closed by 
the committee. 

Mr. Kontz, the chairman of the committee 
on teachers, reported that all exeuses had 
been accepted.

New Textbooks Adopted.

In the grammar schools it was recom- 
mended that ‘Civil Government’ he Crop- 
ped from the eighth grade; that the gram- 
mar be changed from Reed & Kellogg's to 
Hyde’s grammar. The report was adopted. 

Dr. Calhoun’ reported that all of the 
Schools were in an excellent sanitary ccn- 
dition, and approved the excellent manner

Temporary Receiver. 


The Atlanta Traction Company went into 
the hands of a receiver yesterday. . 

Two pertitions were filed in different 
courts asking that a receiver be ap- 
pointed. In the superior court Mr. W. C. 
Ilaile, the vice president of the company, 
Was appointed temporary receiver and Judge 
Newman named Saturday as the day to 
hear the other petition which was pre- 
sented ip the United States court. 

The latter petition was filed by Cal- 
noun, King & Spalding, representing the 
Baltimore Trust and Guarantee Company, 
the trustee and bondholder of the Atlanta 
Traction Company. This trust company 
holds bonds of the road to. the amount of 
$162,000, and upon them has a mortgage 
agiinst the road and all property in any 
Way connected with it. 

The bill asking for a receiver was 
granted yesterday in an order passed by 
Judge Newman. In this he says that the 
Atlanta Traction Company shall show cause 
before him on the 26th day of May at 
10 o'clock why the prayer for injunction 
and receiver shall not be granted. 

“In the meantime,’’ says the order, “and 
until further order of the court, the de- 
fendant, its servants and officers are re- 
strained from in anywise altering or chang- 
ing the present status of the property or 
of the parties to the cause and will preserve 
the property in its present condition sub- 
ject to the order of the court.” 

What the Petition Says. 


The petition of the Baltimore Trust and 
Guarantee Company states that on the 2d 
day of November, 1891, the Atlanta Trac- 
tion Company at a meeting of the stock- 
holders and board of directors resolved 
and determined to prepare and execute ac- 
cording to law and negotiate a series of 
bonds of the denomination of $1,000 each 
and numbered from one to three hundred 
inclusive, amounting in the aygregate to 
$300,000, which bonds bore interest from 
November 2, 1891, to November 1, 1916, with 
interest at 6 per cent, to be paid semi- 
annually. And that the Traction Company 
did thereafter make and execute one 
hundred and sixty-two of its three hun- 
dred bonds, amounting to $162,000, by each 
of which bends the Traction company, for 
value received promised to pay to the bear- 
er or registered owner at the office of the 
orator in the city of Baltimore the sum 
of $1,000 and interest until payment of said 
principal sum.”’ 

Continuing the bill cites that on the 
2d of November, 1891, the Traction company, 
in accordance with the resolutions adopted 
at the stockholders’ meeting, in order to 
secure due and punctual payment upon the 
$300,000 worth of bonds granted, bargained, 
sold and set over to the Baltimore Trust 
and Guarantee Company, all and singular, 
the line of road belonging to the Atlanta 
Traction Company as follows: The railroad 
formerly belonging to the Atlanta, West 
End and McPherson Barracks Railroad 
Company, which runs from the corner of 
Broad and Alabama down South Pryor, 
thence westward through Forest park to 
a point opposite McPhergon barracks; also 
the railroad: belonging te the Grant Park 
Electric Railroad Company, which runs 
from Richardson street to Grant park, and 
in addition to this all the real estate 
owned by the Atlanta Traction Company. 

The petition then goes on to say that 
the mortgage was made out’ and duly re- 
corded and that of the three hundred bonds 
intended to be secured by the mortgage one 
hundred and sixty-two have been certified 
and issued and are now outstanding against 
the Traction company; that in the said 
mortgage it is provided that the Traction 
company shall pay or cause to be paid, 
during the existence of the mortgage, all 
taxes and assessments of every nature, 
and that in case of default in the payment 
of these by the Traction company that 
the Baltimore Trust and Guarantee Compa- 
ny in its discretion may pay the Same, and 
toat the sums paid shall be inc)ded in the 
expenses, which shall be a lien on the 
mortgage property; that in the case the 
Atlanta Tract‘on Company failed to pay 
any installment of the semi-annual] interest 
or any of the bonds when they became due 
and continued in the default for ninety 
days, then at the option of the trust com- 
pany it could take full possession of all the 
property. 

Then the petition eites the various and 
sundry debts of the Atlanta Traction Com- 
pany which lie out unpaid. Several of these 
are to the city of Atlanta—one for paving 
from North Forsyth street for $1,602, and 
the other was contracted on the 28th of 
December, 1893, for paving from Marietta 
to Peachtree street. This amounted to 
$3,868.88. It states also that the Traction 
company has failed to pay the coupons 
upon the bonds secured by the morigage, 
these being due for six months; that the 
Traction company had suffered its debts 
other than its bonded debt, not only to re- 
main unpaid after maturity, but that it 
had increased the same until its floating 
debt is large. 

Its Rights Are Imperiled. 

The bill recites different judgments ob- 
tained against the Traction company in the 
different courts, calling attention to one just 
recovered in the city court against the 
road for the sum of $4,500, Stating that 
these remain unpaid and unappealed and 
that by them the rights of the company are 
endangered. 

The rolling stock also comes in for its 
share of attention, and the petition declares 
that it is being allowed to run down and 
that much needed repairs are being neg- 
lected. The bill shows that the mortgage 
covers the road running out to Decatur 
and East Lake and the line connecting with 
this leading from the Markham house; that 
the mortgage covers also not only the 
property and franchise, but the income of 
the road and all other sources of revenue. 
Shewing all this, the petition concludes 
in @ request that the mortgage be declared 
to be valid; that the bonds be declared to 
be a valid debt and asks for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver until the road can be 
sold. 

In the Superior Court. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday morning, on the 
verge of daybreak, a petition was filed in 
the clerk’s office asking for the appointment 
of a receiver to take charge of the en- 
tire assets of the Atlanta Traction Com- 
pany. 

Of course Judge Tanner was not in his 
office at this uncanny hour and the petition 
was filed constructively by drawing him 
out of bed and bringing him to the front 
door in his nocturnal apparel. The petition 
was left with him at that hour and be- 
came a document.in the possession of the 
court through its proper custodian. 

The petitioners named in the bill for 


a receiver and the amounts .claimed are |

They asked for a restraining order to be 
granted and also for a receiver to be ap- 


pointed. The urgency of the case was cited | 


and the need of immediate action in order 
to secure the creditors, who were unpro- 
tected.

Judge Lumpkin appointed W. C. Haile,the 
vice president of the company, as tempora- 
ry receiver and also granted a provisional 
injunction. The petition was by 
Messrs. Shubrick & waley.

CAUGHT THE BURGLAR 


A Thief Trapped in the House He Was 
Trying to Barglarize, 


HE TRIED HARD TO GET AWAY 


But Was Surrounded and Guarded Until 
Detective Wootten Appeared—Oth- 
er Police News ot a Day. 


—_— —-- 


A burglar who believes that the early bird 
catches the worm, but who learned that the 
early bird often gets caught, attempted 
to burglarize the resiaence of Mr. ‘Albert 
L. Beck, 711 Peachtree street, last night. 

But he was surprised suddenly by finding 


himself locked in the room he was fast 
emptying of the most valuable of its con- 
tents. 

And a little later he found himself at the 
police station. 

As early as 7:30 o’clock last night the 
burglar, who gave his name to Station 
Housekeeper Foute as John Williams, en- 
tered a rear room in Mr. Beck’s residence. 
Hie was discovered by a servant, whose at- 
tention Was attracted by the noise. With 
Mr. Beck the servant ran up to the room. 
The burglar was taken by surprise, but he 
dashed off and ran into a room adjoining. 
He made for a window, but could not get 
out and the door was closed behind him. 
tie was held a prisoner and a telephone 
message sent to police headquarters. De- 
tective Wootten was sent out and found the 
negro servant guarding the door of the 
room:-+in which the burglar was kept a 
prisoner. The determined guard held an 
ax in his hand ready to brain the thief 
should he attempt to get out. Detective 
Wootten brought the burglar out with but 
little trouble. 

Among the articles with which the burg- 
lar had: laden himself were three suits of 
clothes. 

To Find Her Baby. 

Between laughter and tears Minnie Bank- 
ston told a story to the officers at police 
headquarters yesterday which, despite the 
element of dissipation in it, was tinged 
with pathos. 

Her laughter was a sorry attempt to hide 
her feelings; tears were the true expression 
of what she felt. She is a young woman 
not past twenty-five. She would be pretty 
but for the lines of depravity on her face. 

Three nights ago she was arrested by 
Patrolmen Dorrian and Mamilton. At the 
time she was drinking and said that a man 
named Wyly had beaten her with an iron 
rod in a most unmerciful manner. The 
alleged beating occurred at her home in the 
eastern part of the city and when the 
Officers entered the room where the diffi- 
culty occurred they found half of the furni- 
ture in a state of wreck. 

Both were arrested. The next day in 
police court Minnie Bankston swore that she 
tere up the furniture and that Wyly had 
dune nothing except hold her. 

She was sent to the city stockade and 
Wyly was released. He did not pay her 
fine. Yesterday, after being at the steck- 
ade a few hours, she escaped by evading 
the guards. A notice was posted at police 
headquarters instructing the officers to ar- 
rest her. 

A few hours later Wyly requested Pa- 
trolman Dorrian to arrest her, saying that 
she had returned and was drunk. Tne otf- 
ficer found her in a state of semi-intoxica- 
tion and sent her to the police station. To 
the officers she said that she left the city 
stockade because Wyly had induced her to 
do so, promising that ne would carry her to 
Charlotte, N. ¢ When she got to her home 
She found that her child had been carried 
away and she accused Wyly of stealing it 
from her. She said that the previous row 
was due to the disappearance of her child. 
Wyly stated to the officers that she was 
extremely.unruly and quarrelsome and that 
the charges she made were groundless. She 
declared that she fiad sworn a lie to save 
Wyly from the stockade, and that he had 
beaten her brutally with an iron rod. She 
was sent back to the stockade, wailing for 
her lost child. 

Gave Them Warning. 

Four of the women, Keepers of disorderly 
houses, who were arrested a month ago for 
retailing beer and champagne, plead guilty 
before the city recorder yesterday and were 
fined $50 and costs. This is the uniform 
fine which Recorder Calhoun has imposed 
in all the cases. 

In fining the women Judge Calhoun took 
occasion to state just what was meant by 
the city in making the cases. ; 

‘“T want to put you on notice,’’ said he, 
‘“‘that the police department has set out to 
break up this illegal traffic and it is going 
to do it. It is not blood money that they 

are after; it is not simply ,. a 
periodical arrest for form’s sake, but it 
means that the city has determined that 
such a demoralizing traffic must be stop- 
ped.’”’ 
Two of the cases went over until tomor- 
row. The defendants will put up a defense 
instead of pleading guilty, as the others 
have done. 

The School Thieves. 
Detectives Holcombe and Wootten have 
about completed a very valuable piece of 
detective work by which they restored 
quite a lot of valuable property which had 
been stolen from various schoolhouses in 
the city. : 
The robberies, which occurred in nearly 
every school in the city, were the work of 
an organized gang of burglars. The detec- 
tives arrested Will Glover and Willis How- 
ard and a notorious negro named Robert 
Shine. A fourth member of the gang es- 
caped and several telegrams were seut to 
several places asking for his arrest. He 
seems to have got well out of the way, 
however. 
2LEFT HIS PROPERTY BZHIND. 


A Negro Decampa, Leav ing Valuables 
at Police Headquarters. 


A half dozen valuable watch chains, a 
box of pocket knives, a number of valuable 
table Knives and miscellaneous articles of 
jewelry are at police headquarters, but 
will hardly be calied for by the party who 
left them there. 

They were found in the custody of Charles 
Smith, a slick-looking negro thief, who was 
arrested under suspicious circumstances by 
Patrolman Flynn last Saturday. The officer 
was sure that the negro had stolen the ar- 
ticles, both from the fact of their value 
and from his suspicious actions. He sent 
the negro to headquarters, but as investi- 
gation failed to develop the source of the 
stolen preperty no case of theft could be 
preferred against Smith 

A city case was entered on the docket, 
and on Monday Smith was sent to the city 
stockade for thirty days, pending the find- 
ing of an owner for the goods. Since Mon- 
day Officer Flynn has been trying to locate 
an owner for the stolen goods so as to get 
a secure case of either burglary or larceny 
against Smith. 

Yesterday Smith settled the case. Al- 
though he was guarded with especial care 
as a state prisoner, he-eluded the vigilanc e 
of the guards and escaped from the stock- 
ade. Although the property found in his 
possession is very valuable, he has not yet 
called for it.
